To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  States  of  North- Ca^ 
rolina  and  Tennessee, 
**  In'  pursuance  to  the  wish  heretofore  expressed,  the  Grand 
Master  lays  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  abst< acts  fromvariou* 
communicaiions  produced  to  him  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  having 
been  received  since  the  last  annual  communication,  as  appear  to 
require  ihe  particular  attention  of  the  Lodge.  These  are  very  few, 
viz.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  have  disapproved  of  the 
new  Grand  Lodge  of  South-Carolina,  as  appears  more  fully  by  the 
Minutes  of  their  proceedings  at  the  G.and  Quarterly  Commur*!- 
cation,  3d  December  5810. 

**The  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  at  their  Annual  Communica- 
tion in  the  same  month,  still  adhere  to  the  opinion  expressed  in 
Dec*r.  1800,  respecting  the  subject  of  a  National  Giand  Lodge  ; 
but  have  passed  Resolutions  well  worthy  the  attention  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  one  of  which  expresses  an  opinion  that  it  is  extreme- 
ly expedient  and  proper,  that  a  Grand  Convention  of  Masons  shouid 
be  convened  at  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  recommending  aa 
uniform  mode  of  carrying  on  the  Great  Woik  ot  the  Crafr  in  the 
diffeient  degrees  ol  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Mas- 
ter Mason. 

The  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  have  also  by  a  Resolution,

many  valuable  links  added  to  the  Iraternal  chain. 

The  necessity  of  the  measure  is  stiongly  pointed  out  by  our 
remote  S4tuation  from  our  parent  Lodge. 

The  salutary  lectures,  admonitions  and  advices  of  our  Grand 
Master  at  e  not  so  well  calculated  tc  reclaim  thoughtless  Bretfiren 
(of  whom  alas  all  societies  have  some)  from  aberrations  which 
bordei  closely  on  indiscretion,  from  indiscretions  nearly  all'ed 
to  folly  and  vice,  when  administered  through  the  medium  of  a 
proxy  as  they  would  be  provided  they  came  to  us  immediately 
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from  out  Gnnd  3»lastcr  himself  or  some  other  valuable  membet 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  have  in  our  proceedings  endeavored  to  comply  with  the 
intimations  given  by  our  much  esteemed  Brother  Robert  W'lU 
Jiams,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  a  communication  to  Fennsssee 
Lodge  No.  2,  of  Tennessee,  and  No.  41  oi  North  Carolina,  which 
is  now  the  oldest  Lodge  in  ihis  state  under  y  'Urjutisdiciion,  the 
opinion  and  wishes  of  which  we  are  informed  by  said  communi- 
cation :  we  have  thought  proper,  therefore,  to  say  in  this  place 
that  there  is  an  entire  unanimity  of  opinion  on  the  subject  be- 
tween all  tiie  Lodges  represented  in  this  conventi  -n  as  will  ap-* 
pear  more  fully  by  the  Resolution  herewith  transmitted. 

The  premises  being  considered  we  confidently  hope  that  our 
proceedings  will  meet  the  cordial  approbation  uf  our  Mother 
Lodge  under  whose  fostering  care  the  craft  has  been  planted  and 
cherished  to  manhood  m  our  iniant  state. 

We  solicit  also  in  the  genuine  spirit  uf  fraternal afFectiun  tha 
friendly  assistance  and  advice  of  oui  parent  Lodge  in  the  prose* 
cution  of  our  grand  design  and  respectfully  request  that  our  M. 
W.  G.  Master,  by  himself  or  proxy  may  attend  and  give  his  aid 
to  the  organization  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

W'e  cannot  conclude  this  address  without  bringing  a  sincere 
tribute  to  the  altar  of  gratitude  by  the  unfeigned  expression  of 
our  high  sense  of  the  paternal  patronage  extended  to  the  craft  ia 
OUI  land.    We  hope  we  have  brought  an  acceptable  cffering.
